Defeat of the Chinese Army at Sin 
ynen-In Full Re- 
, .treat. 

London, Nov. 29.~The.-,Peijtral Newa 
b&B rocoived a despatch from Tokto saying 
that Admiral Ito, in command of tho Jspan- 
eae llaot, tolographo from Talienwan under 
date of ^November 18ih, " that tho prin- 
cipal Chinese fleet with four gunboats is 
lying inslda tbe harbor at Wei Hai AYai, 
and that althongh for tiro days tbe Japan- 
ese fleet has made every effort to Induce it 
(o come out, it has proved fruitless. Admiral 
Ito has now returned to Talionwan, leaving 
a portion of his tioob watoblcg for the ap- 
pearance of the enemy outside of the harbor 
at Woi Eal-Wei. 

The Chinese are fleeioe from Port Arthur, 
Witbtii fifteen tniles of that place the Jap- 
anese and Chinese have just had an engage- 
ment, rosuUing in the loss of a hundred 
Chinese and three hundred Japanese. 

A Shanghai dispatch says severe fighting 
ia reported to have occurred at Port Arthur 
on Noveinber 15. An English merchant 
captain has been appointed vioe-admiral of 
the Chinese fleet. 

Two trained women nurses of the Red 
Cross society, who were on their way to the 
seat of war to aid the woundedt had tnxned 
baok, tho Chlooee authorities refusing to 
grant them protection. 

A Tokio correspondent says Marshal 
YamagQta reports under date ofChluLien 
that Generikl Oaako attacked the Chinese 
army under General May at Sin Yuen, 
November IS. The Chinese retreated to- 
ward Ualtuog, Tho Japanese captured Sve 
guns and suffered no loss. On November 15 
the second Japancso army was only fifty 
miles frpin Port Arthur and was advancing 
on thai place. 

A'YoKohaima dispatch says a transport 
with 1,100 Chinese soldiers and coolies on 
board was burned while oroaslas Tallenwan 
bay. E^ve coolies were bnrced to death ; 
all the others were saved. 



ITALY'S EARTHQUAKES. 

TremeadouB Toss of Life— Hrcat iipstructlon 
of Property— Generous Uellef 
Contributions. 

Rome, Nov, 20. — Tbe deaths caused by 
the earthquakes in Southern Italy and 
Northern Sicily are now known to number 

more than /our hundred. In Prooopio alone, 
a village in Roggio dl Calabria, twc hundred 
persona wero killed. Forty-eight bodies 
have been recovered in the ruins and several 
bodies are still under tbe fallen walls. 

The province of Regglo has suffered most 
from tho earthquakes, although several 
towns in the adjacent province of Catan- 
zaro di Calabria wore shaken severely. lu 
Triparia, 20 buildings were laid in ruins and 
several persons were killed. In Miloto, 
also in CAnaniaro, many wero injured. A 
school houao was shaken to tho ground but 
the teachers and pupils had escaped a few 
minutes before it fell. Several peo- 
ple were killed and a number injured 
at Semintra. The village is nearly 
destroyed. At Palmo nearly all tho houses 
at Malachenio and Terranuovo were dam- 
aged, although nobody was killed or injured. 
The population is camping out in the delds. 
The troops in tho province of Reggio di Cal- 
abria are rendering all the assistance possi- 
ble to tho endangered inhabitants. Two 
violent shocks of earthquake wore felt at 
Milazo, on tho north coast of Sicily. The 
territic<l inhabitants fled from town and 
spent the night in the open air. 

King Uuoibert has sent 40,000 lire for the 
relief of the earthquake sufferera, and 
Premier Crlipi has donated the sum of 17,- 
000 lire for the same purpose. 

RoK'E, Nov. 20. — Tbn volcano on Strom- 
boli, one of the Liparl Islands off the North 
coast oi Sicily, is in eruption.

Truth says in a paragraph concerning tho 
(^tuaea's health : " Her Majesty has aged 
very much during the autumn and can walk 
only a low stops owing to recurring rheu- 
inatlam in tho knees," Truth also ooufirms 
tho report of tho Duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
(^otha's illnoss. Ho is said to be suffering 
from aeDralgia,oozema and internal troubles. 



(iERMANS IN EAST AFRICA- 

Flirht with Niitlvps-IIuMdrcds Klilod-Flf- 
teeu Hundred .Slaves liiboriUed. 

Beklin, Nov, 20 —The goverament ia In 
receipt of Information that tbe Gkmana. in 
Eaab Afrioa on Ootober 30 stormed and 
took poBSeieinn of thn town of Kuirenga, 
the capital of VVahcho torrilory. In the 
fighthundrods of natives wore killed. The 
Germans lonl oiio ollioct and eight soldiers. 
Tho vlotora found in tho town a largo (|uan- 
tity of ivory, many rifles, largo herds of cat- 
tle and a groat (juantity of aminunition, etc. 
They also liberated fifteen hundred male 
and fomalo alaveu.

Forfarshire, Scotland, Carried by a Conser-

London, Nov. 20. — At an election in For- 
farshire, Scotland, on Saturday for a mem- 
ber of parliament to succeed Sir John 
Rigby, Ramsey the Conservative, received 
5,134 votes ; Robson, Liberal, 4,859. At 
the last oleotion Sir John Rigby, home 
ruler, received 4,943 ; Barclay, Liberal Un- 
ionist, 4,017. The saccessful candidate 
ia Hon, Charles Maule Baniaey, son 
of the twelfth Ewl of Dalhousie, 
and uncle of the present Earl 
of Dilhousle. He married Eatelle Garri- 
son, daughter of the late W. B, Garrison, 
of New York. The Scotch preaa attribute 
the defeat of thO' Liberal parliamentary 
candidate fnr Forfarshire largely to the 
government's restrictions upon Canadian 
cattle. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



TO SAVE THE SEALS. 

Tho U.S. Wish to Stop I'eluL'lc Sealing for 
Ono Year, 

Washinoton, D.C, Nov. 20.— The gov- 
ernment has invited all maritime nations to 
join it ia preventing pelagic sealing for one 
year, to prevent the utter destruction of 
tho seal herd in Rehring sea. If the ' for- 
eign governments agree to this it is believed 
that the seals will multiply sutliciently to 
allow seal bunting in 1806. This 
action is the resulti of the visit of 
Assistant-Secretary Hamlin to the seal 
islands. The North American Commercial 
Company havo also been notified to suspend 
the killing of seals for one year. England 
and Portugal have forwarded favorable 
answers. 

CABLE ITEMS. 

Germany's Attitude Towards England 
—Relations of Other Powers— 
Bnssian Ministry Reform, 

The War Afrainst Madasraacar— Bis- 
marck Cannot Live Much Longer 
—The East Indies, 



London, Nov. 20. — Premier Uriapi of 
Italy Is arranging to meet Prince Uohen- 

lohe to discuss the change in Germany's 
attitude toward England and its bearing 
upon the Anglo-Italian understanding, 
Tho Emperor is undoubtedly less friendly 
to the Roaebery government than he 
was to that of < Lord Salisbury. He ia In- 
tent upon an aggressive colonial policy. 

Nothing positive is known as to Ger- 
many's course toward the important prob- 
lem involved in the reported rapproohennent 
between England on one aide and Russia 
and France on tbe other. 

Sir Charles Wilson, who visits the United 
States on behalf of English holders of Cen- 
tral Paoifio railroad aecurltles, will sail on 
the 22ad, to see if the present unfortunate 
position has come about legitimately. He 
will go to Waablngton City to see the ex- 
ecutive touching the indebtednesB. 

The Tageblatc says that NiohoiaB 11 ' Itaa 
summoned Miljoutin, ex-minister of war 
and a confidential adviser of Alexander III, 
to aid him In reforming the Russian m inis- 
try. Privy Councillor Dumovo, it says, 
will retire from the ministry of the Interior 
to make way for M. Deplewe. Dr. Wltte 
will retain the finance portfolio and the 
Duke Sergius will become governor-general 
of St. Petersburg. 

A dispatch from Grand Bassam, Upper 
Guinea, states that the French havo cap- 
tured tho stronghold of the Akapless natives 
without loss. Some of tho Akapless war- 
riors killed fifteen negroes at Krinjibe. 

I'ranois Mugnard, editor-in chiei of the 
Figaro, ia dead. Ho was born at Brussels 
in 18H1), and went to Paris at an early ago. 
Ho became a contributor to tho Gauloia and 
tho Kausehic, and in ISGIi entered the em- 
ploy of tho Figaro, of which paper he be- 
came editor-in-chief in 1870. 

A Bombay dispatch says that thero is 
every reason to believe the recent attack by 
the VVasari tribes upon tho escort of tho 
commission acting under an agreement with 
the Ameer of Afghanistan, relative to tho 
boundary between NVasaristan and tho Pun- 
jab, was led by deserters from the Twen- 
tieth regiment of tho Punjab. Tho Wasaris 
wore driven olT, and it is thought that the 
punishment they received will deter them 
from further attacking the British. 

A dispatch from the laland of Lombok 
states that the Dutch troops stormed 
Tjakranegara. One hundred and fifty Dutch 
soldiers were killed or wounded. The 
Balines lost several hundred warriors, 
killed or wounded. Neither the rajah nor 
his treasure was discovered. 

In an interview Count Biamarck is quoted 
as saying that his father has no organic 
disease, but hia frame has been weakened 
and he cannot live much longer. 

The Cologne Gazette denies that the drio- 
bund is dissolving; it is stronger to-day than 
ever. It declares that Anglo- German rela- 
tions have becon-.o more strained and Ger- 
many will nob endure England as an ob- 
stacle to her colonial policy, 

Tho committoo of tho French chamber of 
deputies to which tho matter was referred 
has favorably reported in regard to oaklng 
for credit to prosecute the war against Mad- 
agascar. 

Princess Claudine of Took died suddenly 
at Uratz, Austria, She waa a sister of tho 
Duke of Teck and an aunt of tlfb Duchess of 
York.

The Crown was represented by Mr. P.

In oponicg bis briet and bueiness-lika 
nddrues to the grand jury, Mr, Justiou 
DruUo remarkud that tho indiotments to ba 
presented for their oonoideration contained, 
he was glod to aay, no oharcjea of a very 
important character. Dealing with the 
oasefl of Aheren and Cook, Hie Lordship re 
marked that they showed tho want of re- 
gulation of ealooue in thia town. The 
evidence would ahow tho jury that there 
was practically no eupcrviaion and no rcgu 
lation of such pliicoa, and undoubtedly if 
thoso muttura hud the proper attention of 
tho municipal council they would nobnoed to 
come boforo tho grand jury at all. In C'ook'a 
case, the keeping of a diaordorly house wna 
charged, and this Included a gaming house, 
His Lordabip explained that a gaming house 
was one where there was an advantaco given 
to one or other of the players, for instance 
where there was a banker. In Cook's saloon, 
the Beehive, it was stated that a number of 
people had engaged in a game called "Black 
Jack," in wbioh the chances are uct equal. 
Hla Lordship also briefly ran over the points 
of the other ossea. Flyuu, who has been 
aentenoed to three months' imprisonment for 
supplying liquor to Indians and took the 
first opportunity to esoape ; David, stealing 
apple treea from Galiano island ; 
Ckorge and Doom, ' aaaanltlne and 
beating a white man named . MoCabe ; 
Buchanan, Burn*, Stanton^ Hunt and Ear- 
kins, breaking into a bntoliec .shop and 
stealing meat ; Hall and Smith, obtaining 
money under false pretences by passing a 
Confederate note; A heren, Stealing |330 
from William Hassey. 

By request of Mr. Irving, for the Crown, 
the grand jury were asked to hrat conaidor 
the Flynn, Uoum and George, David, and 
Hall and Smith cases. 

The Jackson and McDonald indictments 
for keeping a disorderly house were not 
dealt with at thia assize. The Crown, how- 
ever, did not enter a nolle prosequi. 

After a reoesB of half an hoar the court 
met again an noon. 

The grand jury brought In findings as 
follow : 

Tbde bills — George and Ucum — assault, 

Flynn— jail breaking. 

Hall and Smith — obtaining money under 
false pretences. 

Buchanan, ISurns, Stanton, Hunt and 
Harkins — stealing and being in possession of 
stolen property. 

Cook — keeping a disorderly house. 

Aheren — stealing. 

No BiU<— David, stealing. 

AssAina— Begins v. George and Ucnm, 
Mr. S. Perry Mills for the prisoners pleaded 
guilty to a oomnioD airisaolt, and thought a 
small fine would most the case. 

To this the Grown agreed. 

Mr, Mills ezplainea that MoCabe, who 
waa one of those men who went about sell- 
iog liquor to Indians, had really assaulted 
one of the Indians first by knocking him 
down. A light followed, in whioh McCabe 
got the worse of it. His clients were under 
tne influence of liquor at the time, but were 
as a rale good orderly men. 

His Lordship — " Under the circumstances 
I will impose a fine of $15 each." 

Reoinav. MicirAELFLYKN — jail-brcaklng. 
The indiotmont showed that the prisoner 
having been sentenced last May to three 
months imprisonment, for supplying liquor 
to Indians, escaped from the provincial jail 
before more than a few days of his sentence 
had been served. The prisoner pleaded 
guilty. 

" Six months additional with hard labor," 
waa the laconic sentence. 

Beoika v. Geo, Hall and Rout. C, 
Smith — obtaining money under false pre 
tences. The prisoners pleaded not guilty, 
and the following jury was empanelled : 

E, D, Twias (foreman), Geo. Lyal, M 
Morrisy, Michael Gleason, F. Galbraith, H. 
Dow, J. E. Thomas, G. H. Proctor, Wm.

Mr. S, Perry Mills appeared for the 

prisoners. 

Mr. Irving, for the Crown, stated the 
case. It was co the efTdot that the prisoners, 
on Sunday, November 11, had taken break' 
fast at the Empire restaurant and had paid 
fur it with a Goafederate States $10 bill, re^ 
eeiving $9 60 in ohaoge. 

Jaoob Issler, proprietor of the Empire res 
tanrant, gave evidence as to Hall getting 
breakfast with someone else and paying with 
the Confederate bill, getting change to tho 
amount of §9 60. 

John Barnet said Hall had tried to pot 
him to change tho bill tho day before. N. 
Law and Jacob Isaacs, both storekoopora, 
also said Hall tried to pass tho bill on them. 
Thomas Graham had seen Smith with a Con- 
federate $10 bill in his possQsaion. L. Craig, 
of the Bank of Montreal, said the bill was 
worthless and not redeemable. 

Constable Perdue, who arrested prisoners, 
gave tho aubatanco of a confeaaion of Smith, 
who aaid Hall had said ho wanted to go and 
eat and askod for the bill. He had got $5 
out of tho ohango from Hall and said ho 
paid Hall $2 50 for passing tho bill. 

The defence brought up two or three wit- 
nesses to show Smith's former conduct had 
been good. 

Mr. Mills for the defence raised the point 
that Hall had not made any remark when 
he gave the bill to Issler ; thek-efore there 
. wsa no false pretence made ; also it was not 
, shewn that the bill was not redeemable, 

*l[is Lordship held that on the first point 
'the' Canadian code did not confine pretence 
to words bat had ths quallfioatlon " or 
otherwise." As to tbb note, Mr. Craig's 
«yidenos as to Its ' wortblessness had not 
been disproved. 

C- 'Ihi' jary'tkfter an hour's absence brought 
Inaverdlobo! guilty, with a strong recom- 
mtadatlon to morcy. 

REOINA V. BUOIIAHAN, BUIINS, Sta.vton, 

Hunt and Harkins— stealing moat from 
Monk's butoher shop. When arraigned tho 
prisoners pleaded in chorus not guilty. 
Ihey had no counso! to defend them. 

The following jury was empanelled : 
Moses McGregor (foreman), John Weir, 
Jaa, Caldwell, Goo. Rutlodgo, IJivid Camp- 
bell, Wm. Brodorick, Robt. Solig, John 
Whitfield, J. H. Post, John Campbell, Wm, 
Murray, A. Lee. 

There were two counts In the indlotmSnt, 



one of stealing; the other of being In pos- 
session. Evidence was given by E. J. 
Monk and constables Cameron, Palmer and 
Smith, who told of tho finding of tho meat 
in tho mon's cabin, and Burns' coat having 
brine and sawdust on it, 

Aakod if they had anything to say, Thos. 
Stanton, one of tho priaonora, was sworn. 
Ho had gone home about I o'clock on the 
mornine tho moat was stolen. About an 
hour after Harkins and Hunt wont out and 
roturnnd with a hug with meat in it. Quo 
of thtm wore Burns' oout. Ho had aakod 
Hunt and Harkins in prioon to own up likn 
meu and clear tho inuocent, but they had 
aaid they know nothiog about tho thofc. 

The jury after a short time found Buch- 
anan, Burns, Hunt aud Harkina guilty of 
receiving, and recommonaed Hunt to niuroy. 
Shintou was ntquittcii. 

Mr. Irving for tho Crown ftnkcd that tho 
Cook case go over till tho next assize, two 
of the principal witnesses being out of the 
country at present. 

The court adjourned till half-past ten 
o'clock this morning..

With One of the Host Valuable Cai*' 
goes Ever Broaerbt Across-, 
the Pacific. 



Hard Experiences of Three Victoria 
Sealers— Saiumary of Late 
Oriental News. 



Tho C.P.R. SB. Empress of China, Captain 
K. Archibald, H.N. H., ootnplotod a fast 
trip from Yokohama to this port yesterday, 
bringing one of tho largest and most valu- 
able oargoes that has ever crossed the Paci- 
fic, Included were 1,246 bales of raw silk, 
while the remainder of the oonaignmenta 
woro proportionately large and valuable 
Of the paaaougera there woro in the first 
cabin Mr. Julian Ralph, of Harper's, who 
has been spending aomo little timo in the 
Orient ; Mr. Deakin, the Yokohama curio 
dealer, and about a score of othora. Eight 
passengers crossed In tho intermediate aud 
135 in the steerage, a large number of the 
latter being for this city, Tho full list of 
saloon pasaengers is as appended : Mrs. 
Arai, Mr. and Mrs. and Mr. Eirle Deakin, 
Mr. and Mrs. England and family, Mr. M. 
H. R. Harris, Captain Hepworth, Mrs. 
Kellog-Cravens, Miss Mcintosh, Dr. Mal- 
colm, Mr, Moore, Mr, and Mrs. E. J, Mur- 
ray, Mr. Norc, Mr, Julian Ralph, Mr, O. 
G. W. Beady, Mr. A. P. Simpson, Mr. 
James Wilkinspn, Mr. Yamanaka and Mr, 
S, Tamanafca. ' • 

No less intensUng psuengen, although 
they did nob travel in the first cabin, were 
three distressed aeamen— Joaeph Morrell, 
Charica Leolalre, and Joseph Caahin, It is 
safe to say not a person on board the Em- 
preaa was more glad than they at the sight 
of Victoria's roofs and spires. The three 
left here last spring on tho sealing schooner 
May Belle, from which thoy wore lost In 
one of the boats early in July. The fog 
settled down like a great wot veil aoou after 
thoy left the schooner, biding the vessel 
from them and them from the eyes of their 
shipmates. All night they were In the 
boat, with nothing to eat save ibelr noon- 
day lunoh. In the morning they succeeded 
in making a landing or: Copper Island, 
where they were a few days later picked up 
by the famous Zablaka — which has, how- 
ever, a new oommander now. On board the 
Russian gunboat theyahared therudofareand 
miserable quarters of the orew for a month 
and five days, when they were landed on the 
beach at Petropaulovaky, the warship pro- 
ceeding south. At the Siberian port they 
were given employment by Mr. Greenwall 
of the Commercial Company, and fared not 
too badly until H.M.S. Daphne called, and 
their troubles were at an end. Both on 
board the British gunlwat and at the hands 
of tbo BriUsh oonsul ' in Yokohama their 
treatment was all that men ooold ask. 

Mr. Julian Ralph has little to tell of the 
war in the Orient. "In fact," he said in 
conversation yeaterday, " yon in America 
know more about the progreaa of affaira 
than do the residents of the Orient, where 
every scrap of information is zealously 
guarded by the authorities." In Japan, the 
announcement from Shanghai that Major 
Richter had accepted employment from the 
Japanese government at 2,000 yon a month 
is ridiculed. The Major was formerly on 
the stafif of the Chinese military academy, 
and apart from the peculiar oiroumstances 
under which he recently visited Hiroshima 
— just before coming on to Victoria — there 
is nothing at all to lead to the conclusion 
that he has entered the Japanoso service. 
He would. It is said, be valuable to Japan 
only if he would place at the disposal of his 
new employers the military secrets of China, 
and as an ofiSoer and a gentleman that Is ex 
actly what he cannot do. 

Aside from the war news the Empress 
brings word that at ebont 8 o'clock on the 
night of October 31 some ten or more assas- 
sins attacked and murdered 'Kin-Kwsk-Wa, 
Korean vtoe^mlnister for jostioe, in. his real- 
dende at Seoul. Two guests who happened 
to be there at the time were wounded. The 
assassins escaped and are still at large. The 
assassination is believed to have been at the 
Instigation of some high personage, 

A deputation of the inhabitants of tho 
districts of Akita prefecture, which eullorcd 
from tho diaaatroua inundationa of Auguat 
laat, ara now In Tokyo for the purpoao of 
laying bi fore tho government a report of tho 
aorioua injury inflicted upon tho diatriata 
flooded, and applying for government assist' 
anco for tho repair of tho public works de 
stroyed or damaged. The deputation has 
furnished the followiog statistics of tho 
estimated damage done :

, Japan. 



Captnre of Kim-eu Castle— Evidences 
of Japanese Advimccd Civilization 
—The Foreigu Powers. 



" The newapnpor oorretipondonta who aro 
foUowiug Ihe war have a linrd uaaignniont 
to handle," Buid Julian Ralph, the well 
known membar of Harpet's atafiF, who to- 
turnBd from the Orient by the EmpresB 'of 
China yeaterdfty. " For weeks thoy hung 
about Tokyo, exorting i-.U thuir ouergi'ja und 
trying every rae»D8 at hand to aooure por- 
niieaion to go to the aeac of war. Tho nu- 
thoritiea wt ro, however, hurd of heart and 
denf to all drjiumBUtH upon th« neceoaitioa of 
journaliem. Finally ihoy did redout, und 
the correspo'udtnta ruahod no Koroj. Tlioy 
arrived there as beat thoy could, by trading 
steamer, transport or oittlo boivt. But 
wbatwaait to find? Wlior. aftor ail their 
weeks of waitlnij they reiched tho liwat of 

\fat •why the saat of war hud (;ouo, ICorca 

was deeertod, und tho acene cf action bad 
ahif ted to M:vuohuria, jusb aa far away and 
as ditlioult of acocfcs to tiiem as ever. When 
the Jtipiueeo government permits them to 
go forward you may depend upon it that 
the action is over, and all' that' is' written 
must be told in tiie past tenae." 

Tlitif! juniimirli-. d w'.is tho aituation v/hov 
tho EuijirtS'i ii;fi t!]o " otlieruiJu " ten di.>Li 
f.go. Kumoiaoi m.. lights! and land ens»gu- 
nionta were na pltntiful aa over, but each 
anuounconient of bc'iclc hue ita bctiubl oou- 
irudiction. At lajt adviosa both iho firat 
and eecond arnjy oorpj of Jupan v^ere mov- 
ing uotively— I lio former uuder Field Mir- 
BhiU Count Vatnagita ; t!io latter in com- 
mand of Cc.unt Oyania, to whom tho people 
of Japan lool; fur their next great viotory. 
ComuiuDicalion haa been oatabliahed be- 
tween the two diviaiona, and eaoh is work- 
in;;; in perfect accord and harmoay witb the 
plan of tho other. 

Very ditlerHnt ia the poaitiou of tho Chi- 
nese. After their forcea at Fung-whang had 
been routed oua body fl&d northward to 
Moukden, another hurried towarda Nesy- 
chwang, and a third And much amaller body 
of fugitives turned to Che south along the 
road which later skirts thn aoutheaatern 
coast of the Begenta' Sword peninaula. 
With the eioepcion, therefore, of the last 
mentioned body, which is inaignitioant, tho 
whole country between the two army corps 
ia free from Chineaa soldiera. Telegrania 
from Shanghai report that Kinohow han 
been takeu ; that lalienvran has been 
shelled by the Japaoeae ; that many torpedo 
boata h&ve been eastnred ; and that Port 
Arthnr will be assailed by the Second army 
corps in the very near tature. 

!Few foreigners realize the extent to 
wbioh auperstltion is still rooted ' in the 
Japanese mindc.bnt the natives ^of the Mi- 
kado's kingdopli;bav(B^>for^weekai nnited in 
the belief that' naval an'd^' military plana 
had been so formed that the Emperor's 
birthday should be the signal for Important 
events Tho forward movement which waa 
initiated on that auapioioua day — the 3rd 
inatant— may at any time result In a mo- 
mentous conliiot, for the Chinese ahipa are 
reported to havo left Wei-Hai Wei for 
Bomo dofioito purpose. If Admiral Ting 
does not strike now for tho defence of Chi- 
na'a^only eea fortress, he may aa well adopt 
the advice tendered him by the Japanese 
comic artists and drag hia ahipa into the re- 
motest valleys for aafoty. 

Meanwhile in the north Count Yamagata 
has taken formal steps for the administra- 
tion of the country already under occupa- 
tion. A regular system of government has 
been formed ; Mr. Komura, late of the 
legation at Peking, has been appointed its 
HOting head, and the people have been re- 
assured by the circulation of notices avow- 
ing the peaceful intentions of the Japanese 
towards non- combatants. No word is heard 
of any further advance towards Moukden, 
and all eyes are for the present directed to 
the peninsnla. 

At the honr of the writing of his laat re- 
ports Field Marslial Count Yamagata, of 
the First oorpji, was comfortably quartered 
at Ktnren .Castle. From there at 2:20 p.m. 
bn'Ndyember 3 be addresstd the following 
odinmniiioation to Count Ito, the minister- 
president of Japan : , . 

" The brigade under General Taobimi 
entered Fung- Whang Castle on Ootobar 31. 
One portion of the enemy fled thence 
in the direction of Monkden, the other 
in the direction of Hai Ching and Taiko San. 
The principal officers were among those 
who fiod towarda Moukden. The people of 
the place are wearied of the violence and 
plunder of the Chinese army, and show re- 
spect and love toward our army. The num- 
bf.r of killed and wounded of tho onomy in 
the battle in tho vicinity of Kiuren Caatle, 
who havo been picked up by tho Japaneae 
army, waa over 300. The arms and am- 
munition cap'ured by tho portion of tho 
Japancte army under my command up to 
thia dftte cnmpriae 155 cannon, 1,500 aniall 
arms, '20,000 cannon bilU, and 2,500,000 
rifle cartridgea. 

" Having entered the dominiona of tho 
enemy I deemed it neooaaary to reconcile 
the peopli', and for this purpoao have 
posted plaearda at eoveral places to the 
effect that, aa the Japaneae ormy never 
harraa non bolUgi rent a, all people are od- 
vised to be at eaao and carry on their busi- 
ness as usnal. Thia step gave eatisfactory 
results. The people who had run 
away to esoapo the supposed danger 
have oome buck gradually, and many 
have offered to work for the Japanese 
army. I have glvon exemption from pay- 
ment of all taxes for this year, Kod it hav- 
ing become neoessary to separate the mili- 
tary- from the general administration, I 
have established a local governaoent for ad- 
miniatering the general affairs of the people 
at An-toDg, and appointed Mr. , Komuro, 
aocrctary of les;ation (former obarge d'affairs 
of Japan at Pekin), to attend to native 
ftffalra, and u notification has been iaauod to 
that c-fTeot. (Sgd.) " Yamacata," 
" Commander of the Firat Army Curpa." 

Tho total number of Japaneae killed and 
wounded in tho taking of Kiuren waa, ac- 
cording to the Surgeon-Inspector in charge 
f'f tho lunbulanoo hospital of tho cor[)H, hut 
l'J7. Of this number one oOiccr and (iftecn 
non-comnjiablonod cQicora and men v/cre 
killed. Three rflioora and sovonty-aix nnn- 
commianionid (.(iioura and men of tho Tliiid 
division, knrl two olficera and tweiily aix 
non-commiaaionnd offioera and men of the 
Fifth divioion were under treatment in tho 
hoapital, na wore alao seven Chinese wnuud- 
td priuonerB. 

While the First Army corps waa thua em- 
ployed planting the Japanese standard on 
tho walls of Kiuren the Second Army corps 
effected a aafo landing in Shing-King prov- 
ince with tho intention of pushing on thence 
r.0 tho capture of Kingohow and Port Ar- 
thur. Their advance to these important 
points was, it was arranged, to be covered 
as far as ; poisible -by- the simnltaneons 
descent npon and bombardment of Tallen- 
wan by the Japanese navy. 

The debBikatioQ of the army was com' 



pletedon October 29 at Kwa-yon ko, where 
the poor and Kjualid dwellings of tho natives 
were found to bo entirely deaerted, the pnpu 
lace having fled in terror to the hilla at eight 
of tho banners of Japan. Their de^eried 
dwellinga gave ample accommodation to the 
Invading army, whilo the Bupp'y of cowu 
and oxen, fowla, pigs, large yellow heana, 
firewood and charcoal was found to be sur- 
prisingly abundant in the neighborhood. On 
landing at thia point Count Oyama . issued 
instruotions to the troops of hia command to 
tho effect that 

"It is a right generally admitted by vari- 
ous powers for the army of a bslligerent in n 
hostile country to levy oontributions of all 
artioles re(|uiredby.'.tbe army, but sn'oh 
right only appertains .'to the army, and 
should nob be exercised by private Indivi- 
duals, either officers or men. ITbere is a 
rule for levying articles for the use of the 
army, Nothing ban be "more injurious to 
the prestige of a belligerent in the euemy'a 
country than the unlawful plundering of the 
people in that oountry. For this reason it 
ia etriclly prohibited for anyone to seize the 
private properly of the inhabitanta of the 
liiiul, pxcfipt in uccnrdunce with tho rule for 
the Ibvyii:^; of artic'n ii for tlio U20 of the 
iiniiy. In caHC of ollicora nr man rt(|uiriii^' 
auytliiujjfortheir privato use, Ihi^y^nhouldVe- 
jjoiiatii with t)ia owners of the i.rticlea 
wanted ami [,urch'>to them iit a proper iirici. 
They iiro not iJlowi.d to ipcort to throatfi, 
aud infriiii'UiDCr.t o: thia rule will bo follow- 
ed by prompt puniahineut, Tliciio iustruc- 
tions'should b'; strictly ohaorvcd by all olli- 
oera, men and foUoiVcrs of tho army." 

Suppl6meu;;>!i; ihia noteworthy ho.id- 
(juartera nro'T, waa a ueoond, still moro 
plainly iiluatrating tho development of 
.)a|i.ui idoiig the lines of civilization. It 

" To tho officers and men of the Second 
Army Corps : 

" Our army is to Oct under tho guidance 
of humanity and justice and to tight in 
Btriob accordance with the principles of 
civilizitlon. Our enemies, therefore, are 
the armies of the hostile country, but not 
the private subjects of China. In view of 
this principle, it ia understood that we 
must bo gallant and steadfast in the face of 
tho troops of the hostile oountry, but we 
must be kind to prisoners and tho wounded, 
aa previously instructed by the minister of 
war. This principle must be observed , In 
treating the non-belligerent people' of the 
hostile country ; they must be treated with 
the utmost humanity so long as they do not 
offer any rcaiatanoe, and DOB the, smallest 
article must be plundered from them. In 
case of need arising for clothing or 
other personal neceSBSnss, a proper price 
must be paid for them. Non-belligerents 
must be treated with civility. I am well 
aware that all aoldiers under my command 
are well disciplined and fully understand 
this principle, but as moat of the cooliea are 
uneducated It is neceasary to teach them to 
strictly observe military'discipline. Anyone 
violating this prinoiple will be punished 
without leniency. Now that our ormy Is 
about to enter upon the land of the enemy, 
I have specially given these instructions. 
The officers oommandirg the various arms of 
the service are requcaiud to inculcate this 
principle upon the men In their respective 
commands and so display the humanity of 
H.M. tho Emperor (abroad mnro than over." 

From China it ia learned that Prince 
Kung, since his return to power, is calling 
around him his old colleagues who still sur- 
vive, aa witness the summoning of 
Wanff-Wen-shao, the governor general 
of Vunan and Weichoa, who takes 
a atatcamanlike view of all aubjecbo. 
The present foreign office has smashed the 
cup on the floor, and the sixth Prince is 
C'iUed to piece it together. Thia la the 
Prince's own illustration of the state of the 
case as ho assumes control. He has, how- 
ever, bad experience in war, and It la thought 
ho la the one man of the Yamen who under- 
stands matters. Since he assumed the reins 
of power hia first efforta seem to have been 
directed toward the. attainment, of peace, 
but it was a foregone eonc|nsion tbftt Japan 
would not sheathe the sw'oifd until - she had 
aubatantial guarantees that China would no 
loncor meddle in Korea and for the payment 
of a war indemnity. Matters havo not yet 
gone far enough, ho thinks, to make peace 
poeaiblo, and no battle, cither by land or 
sea, haa been ao deciaive as to discourage 
China from prosecuting the war and tiring 
out the enemy. 

Aa to Li Uung-chang and tho part he la 
next to play In tho war drama, reports 
differ. Some are to the efTect that he is 
hurrying to the front with 14,000 
of tho Jun army ; others say 
that with Major von Hanneken — who 
is to reorganiro the army on ih i German 
ayetom — ho haa been aummoneU >.o Pekin 
for a personal consultation v.iitli the Km- 
p^ror. By desiro of the Kmperor, Princes 
Kei-Gun (vice-prosident), Li Hung-Tsao, 
Vu-rek, and So-lei bave been appointed 
strategeticv.l counecllors to Prince Rung in 
his capacity as president of war affairs. 

The following cfiioial Chineae statement 
waa publiahed in Shanghai on November 2 : 

" Tho local native authorities have re- 
ceived tnlcgraphio diaputchea from the high 
authoritieu of tho Peiyang to tho eircct that 
a Japaneae army haa landed about 140 li 
dietant from Tolienwan, at a place called 
H'iteewo, v/horo they have erected an en- 
trenched camp. The utmost vigilance and 
watohfulneas uro exercised by the Chinoso 
troopa at Fort Arthur and Talienwan bay, 
80 that tho enemy havo reaped no advan- 
tage yet since landing. All tho forts and 
ontrenchmonts of our trnopo aro aafo and 
tho men in excellent apirita." 

With reference to tlio taking of Chiullon- 
ohong (Kiuren) tho Pei-yang nigh Jauthori- 
tioa about the same date set in circulation 
the follnivlng telegram : " Chiulien chong, 
on the Valu, baa been recaptured from the 
enemy, tho -Japsni'ii.f losing between two 
and three thousnutt men. Batails are want- 
ing." 

The China Gn/. itto learns that the Ger- 
man mail steamer liayern haa been searched 
at Singapore, and a largti number of rifles, 
etc , for China taken out of her. She was 
released after two days' delay, but on ar- 
rival at Hongkong, tho Japanese .consul in- 
■iatednpon her being searched again, when 
a mdch larger quantity' of arms 
consigned (o Caina In the name .- of 
a leadiog firm 'Of " Qermad ' arm 
dealers waa discovered and seieed. The 
arms aeiccd at Singapore worn brought out 
by an Auatrian dealer and the eeoret was 
given away by his bueinees rivals in Tientsin, 
who thought to spoil his deal, little suspect- 
ing that their own arms, which wore stored 
lower down in tho vooaol, would over oome 
to light until they wore landed safoly at the 
wharf in Shanghai, wheio no ([uoationa 
would be naked. Tho whole story ia typical 
of Tientsin intrigue and it is expected that 
more will be heard about it very aoon. Tho 
eecond and moro important aeizure was 
made by apeoial order of the Governor of 
Hongkong. China anyway loaes tho riflea 
through the petty jealouay of the people 
who had expressed a keen doaire to serve 
her in her timu of trouble." 

" There aeema to bo an immodeat desire 
to tako a bund in tho game," aaya tho 
Singapore Free Prcaa, " on tho part of some 
of tho other powers. Only tho United 
Statea of America has made a declaration of 
Independence and of Ita intention not to in- 
terfere. On the other hand, Russia is 
crowding north all her unproncunoable war-

Tho 
second aohcmo io to form a union of Japan, 
China and Korea, the Japaneae government 
retaining oontrol of the army and navy of 
tho throe states on a similar basis to that 
adopted by tho Austro-Hunptarian and Ger- 
man govornmenta.

A LITTLE INGONSISTBNT. 

The members of the Opposition, when II 
Buita them, oenanra the GovernmoDt aa 
severely as they know honr for spending bo 
much money, and they wax indignant when 
money is expended in other districts than 
their own aboat " bribiag the people %vith 
their own money," Mr, Williams, the new 
member for Vanooaver, we see, talked in 
tho old OppoBttioQ Btrain, yet before he sat 
down he took good cire to remind the Gov- 
ernment of tho needs of Vancouver, It 
wants besides its fair ahare of the approprl- 
utiona for pablic wortca a dry dock, 
a normal sohool and a university. 
I) 193 Mr, WilUams want the Govemmenb to 
spend money laviahly in the oity he repre- 
BL-utg, or is he tempting the Government to 
b;ibD its inhabitants with their own money? 
I: may bo said that bis demands were mado 
ill a taunting wuy. That may be. Bub 
they were made. And it is but fair to con- 
olnde that they were made to oonvlnoe the 
electors of Vanoonver that he was not for- 
getfnl of their Interests, 

We are very far from saying that Mr, 
Williams did wrong in keeping the 
Government in mind of what Vancouver 
wunta and expoota. In preferring tho 
claima of hia eonatituents he did what 
every member of the Opposition is in tho 
habib of doing. They ask for all they be- 
lieve that their oonstituenta have a right 
to and something more, aa an honorable 
member iagenaously confoaaod. No one 
blames them for trying to get for their con- 
Btibaenta all they can, 3ab they are to be 
blamed for condemning the Qovernment for 
bjing extravagant and for having corrupt 
motives, when the Miniatora do what they 
can to comply with their requests. When the 
Government give this dietriot tho road its 
representative asks for, and that dia- 
triot the sohool honxa it demands, 
and the third the bridge which 
ib needs, is it fair or reason- 
able for the newspaper organs of the Oppo- 
aibionandita represenbativea in tho Legis- 
lature afterivards to turn round and accuse 
the Government of attempting to bribo tho 
electors in these districts with thoir own 
money '.' 

The Province wants a Normal sohool. 
Would Mr. Willianis oppose a grant for the 
building of the structure and for the main- 
tenanoe of the inatitation if it were to bo 
esbablished in Vancouver, on tho ground 
that tho Province could not ull'ord the cost, 
or that placing it in Vancouver was a bare- 
faood attempt to bribe hia oonstituenta V 
Ho would do nothing of the kind. 
He would find a hundred reasons to show 
that the Provinoa oonid not aETord 
to do without a Normal school 
any longer, and to prove that Vancouver 
was the place of all others in the Proviaco 
best auitod for such an institution. He 
would cheerfully run qU risks, provided 
there waa a ohanoe of beneSblng his oon- 
sbituents. 

As it would be with the rigidly eoonomioal 
and hl(?hly virtuous Mr, Williams in this 
instance, so ib has boon with former mom- 
bora of the Opposition. Thoy have done all 
they could to obtain tho oKponditure of pub- 
lio money in thoir various dlatriota for 
needed Improvements. The Government In 
carrying out their policy of progress oo- 
ceded to as many of thoir requcats 
as thoy possibly could, bub instead 
of gntting credit from them and their or- 
gins in tho press for ondouvoring to do thoir 
utmoab to develope Clio rcsouroos of every 
part of the Frovtnoe | they ate reproached 
with exkravagsDce and aoonsed of corrupting 
the people with thoir own money. la net 
this inconsistent ? la it not, in fiot, more 
than a little hypooribic »1 to urge tho Gov- 
ernment in the lobby and In the smokioi;- 



room to give their districts large appropria- 
tions and afterwards in publlo loudly to con- 
demn them for extravagance and to aoonaa 
them of having a oormpt motive In allowing 
appropriations wliioh they were tti^eBtly so- 
licited to grant.

There seems to be a grisat deal of inexons- 
able mitunderstanding about the early oalt- 
ini; of tho Legislature. In some inatanoeB ib 
might be referred to aa igooranoe, the more 

surpriting as it onianatea from a portion of 
tho press that ia peculiarly concoltod regard- 
ing its claim to intolligonoo and enterprise. 
The suggestion is made that special warrants 
amounting to $30,000 have been issued in 
connection with tho Fraser River floods, and 
that tho Logialuturo is convoaod at a coal 
of $10,000 to ratify an expenditure of 
$;)0,UOO. Then tho sapient remark ia mudo 
that the poopleof British Columbia are not 
all fools. This apologetic conclusion would 
aeem to be neoeasary in order that we may 
have an assuranoo as to tho extent to which 
the journal in question rcpreaonta publlo 
opinion. The positive foollsliceas and ab- 
surdity coutoinod in auoh a criticism of tho 
Speech from the Throne ia inoonoolvable. 
The Logialature ia not convened for a special 
purpose, bab at an earlier period, owing to 
apeolal oonditiona which render ib desirable. 
A session of the Legialaturo now will not 
cost moro than one several months Inter, 
and aa it proniisos to bo a shorter soseion, 
on bbat aooount It will ooab much less. If 
there were to be anothor Bession early in 
ISQS, then uommenb of the character re^ 
ferred to mighb aasumo the dignity.of intel- 
ligent criticism.

CANADA'S CREDIT. 

The growth of Canadian credit has been 
obaerved with aarpriae by the finanalen of 
the United States, They see that as time 
advances Canada's credit in Great Britain 
grows stronger and stronger. They try to 
find out the secret of the oonfldenca which 
British capitallsta place In Cinada'a fi lan- 
cial Boundnesi. The New York Commercial 
Advortioer bellevca that It has disoovered 
the grounda of that oonfidenoe, and when 
annonnohig the disooyeiy it oomplimenta the 
people of the Dominion highly for their in- 
telligence and their prudence. According 
to ib British oapitaliata bolievo in Canada's 
ability and willlngnesa to pay her debts : — 

First— Because the Canadian Government 

followed the action of Great Britain in 

adopting a single atandard of oiohange or 
mcasuio of values. 

Sci; ind- Ilccauao the leaders of neither 
political party ia Canada have ever pan- 
dered to tho Populistic demand for the free 
coinaye of silver. 

Third — ItoonuHo tho leaders of both politi- 
oil parties huvo ateadfaatly opposed tho 
issue and circulation of coin or pupor cur- 
rency of doubtful value. 

Fourth — liocauao tho bjink currency of 
Canada ia payable in gold coin on demand. 

Fifth— Beosuse the monetary system of 
Canada has never been made a political 
isaue. 

Sixth — Because tho electors of Cinada 
have porslatcntly demanded houcst money 
irrospectivo of their party alliliations. 

Tho Advortioor horecontraatatho stead inosa 
andthoroaaoaabloncBsof Canadians in all mat- 
ters relating to currency with the flightineaa 
and tho anreaeonabloueea of a lariro proportion 
of the American people in all that relates to 
fiaanoe. The wild Iheorlea respooting money 
and tho publlo credit to which hundeoda of 
thousands of enthusiastic convorta are 
gained in tho Uaitod States, have never 
boon oatcrtiklnod by any consldorablo num- 
ber of tho Canadian electorate. Very tow 
indeed were ever on this side of the bound- 
ary line seized with the fiat money craze. 
Tho sound common aonso of the logialatora 
prevented anything analogous to greoabaok- 
ism obtaiaiiix a foothold in Parliament. 
Tho wild udJ iiiipraotioablo thooriea of 
Populist linanciers would be laughed oil tho 
platform ia any part of the Dominion, The 
oonscijuonoe was that while the wildest 
agitation prevailed in all parts of tho United 
StatoB during tho late crisis, business 
in Canada pursued tho even tonor of 
its way. No ono dreamed of doubLing 
tho Boundnoas of our currency, and tho mon- 
oyod inatitullona of tho country were not in 
any porooptlblo degree affected by tho storm 
that waa raging, and which did such de- 
struction iu tho United States. Tho striking 
oontraah was observed anil noted by British 
oapltallBta, so that whon Mr, Foster wonb to 
England to negotiate a loan he mob with, as 
the New York Advertiser says, " marked

Tuesday, Nov. 20, I SO I. 

The Speaker took the olmir at '2 p. in. 

Mu. Semun, with reforoccu to hia rciiinrka 
on thu pruvioua dcy on tliu subjuot of the 
Qaheries, expluined that ho did not intend 
to (my, aj reported in I ho Colonist, that th« 
iiaheries dupurtmeut hud gouo the wroEg 
way about carrying out ita good intontiona. 
Ab ho know nothing about the matter it 
would ba prebuiiipiion for him to say that 
tho doparlnient was wroD^ ; whuU he in- 
tended to noy, while giving it) credit for 
good intentions, was ttiat it might have been 
wrong. 

THE KESTADUANT. 

Mb, Smith moved : " That in the opin- 
. ion of this bouse it ia not desirable to open 
' the restanrant. to supply meala to tho inom- 
bers of the Legislative Assembly during tlio 

greseot sesnloa." He thought as this was to 
e a short session the restaurant would not 
be a necessity, and this expense could bo 
avoided. 

The member named an aooondor, Mr. 
Kellie, not being present, the Speaker said 
there muat be another seconder, but thuru 
waa no immediate response. 

Hon. Mk. Uavie then said ho would 
sooond the motion, not that he favored 
carrying out tho ruaoluiion in Its entirety, 
but for tho purposca of diacuEaion. Ho 
iigreed that th'.rn will probiibly bo iw ueoea- 
aity thia eoasiou (or a reEt;iuranL on tlio ounio 
Boulo ao in piiat yoivrB. It ia dfsiral)!o, how- 
ever, that wlion committcea meet iu tli^ 
ioroiioon, it shall not bo neoemiiiry In cut 
abort their Bittinga to give tin; meriibet 
time to go to town for luuch, aiul Ihcrefui 
it ia proposed thit for tho couvenienon of 
such momhora thero ahall bo somo light ro- 
froahmonta provided in tho reataurant build- 
ing. Theaa will bo very aimplo— a oup of 
tea or coffoe, and cold meat and bread for 
aaadwiohes. As the spirit of the resolution 
will thqs be met he suggested that it bo 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Semlin agreed that a plan snoh as 
ontlin^ by the Premier would meet the rO' 
quirements. 

Motion withdrawn. 

ADVHRTI8IN0 T0TER3' LISTS. 
Hon. Mr. Davie, as a matter of privilege, 
as he thought it oould properly be ao olassed, 
said he rose to make a correction by reciuoat 
of a gentleman not hero to anawer for him 
aelf. In paiBtDR he wished so remark that 
ho thought it would have been more val- 
iant for the oppoaition to havo carried out 
ihoir plan of attacking tho Finance Minis- 
ter when ha had the right to reply. In 
a few days, however, an opportunity would 
no doubt ba ulTordod to anawer tholr mia- 
statenienta, to the diaoomfiture of thoao 
making them. He wished to refer now, 
however, merely to a. statomont said to havo 
been made by Mr. Kitchen that tho World 
bad been paid $800 for advertising the 
voters' lists of Vanoonver and Westmin< 
ster^ — - 

JUb Eiiohkk proteeted against the Pre' 
mier being allowed to proceed nnless he 
might speak in reply. 

Mb, Semlik also objected, holding that 
the matter was not a question of privileee 

The Si'eakar reminded the hon. mem 
bars that they had not yet heard the Pre 
mier's atatemont. 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaid the objections slm 
ply ahow how deathly afraid tho oppoaition 
are of the effect of a reply. He proceeded 
to read the letter he had received from the 
proprietor of the World stating that he had 
not advertised the New Westminster Hat at 
all, and that the amount received for tho 
service mentioned was $399, not ?800. 

Mr Kitchen claimed that the public ac- 
counts were hia authority. 

[ Some time afterwards, Hon. Mr. Davie 
having caused inquiry to bo made aa to the 
confiiotiDg statements, announced that by a 
typographical error the words " VVestniin- 
Bter City " appeared in place of " Westmin- 
ster District " ; and that as a matter of fact 
the Westminster City lists were advertised 
in the Columbian, apaper bitterly hostile to 
the government. He had no doubt that it 
was also a typographical error which pat 
tbd CoixiMST as publishiog the Vancouver 
City lists when Victoria City was evidently 
Intended ]

MAKAOEMENT OP VISHERIES. 

The houao ogain wont into committee, 
witli Dr. Walkem in tho chair, on tho 
amended resolution proposed by Mr, Rithot: 
" That thia government bo rtqueated to 
tftko immotllato steps to arrange with tho 
Dominion government for the joint manage- 
ment of tlio tiahoriea of thia province until 
the final eottloment of the question aa to 
the control of tho tiahorica now pending be- 
tween the Province and tho Dominion gov- 
ernment." 

Mr Kitchen askod for information re- 
specting tho Ontario agreement. 

Mr Ritiiet in response aaid he had boon 
unable to find any oflicial atatemont on thu 
subject except tho few words which hn then 
read from tho report of tho fisheries depart- 
ment. He had, however, seen referoncos to 
the matter from time to time in 
' the newspapers. But even if thcro 
were no precedent all who bad 
had aoytblog ' to .do with the 
fisheries know that it would be well: to have 
a local board of some kind , appointed. Su 
many questions oonstantly. arue tnat it ia 
difficult for the authorities at Ottawa to un- 
derstand what regulations are required. Id 
the past season, for instance, tho run due 
about tho 10th of July did not commence 
until tho Hfd of August, and tho general 
opinion boiag that as it had commenced 
later it would alsnoontinuo later, roprosent- 
tutions to that ofTeot wore made to tho de- 
partment with tho re(|ueat that tho lawful 
reason might bo extended beyond tho Coth. 
After waiting sovoral days in enforced Idle- 
ness the cannors, having had no reply, de- 
cided to abandon hope of further fishing on 
that run. An opinion held by many ia that 
tho hatchery ealmon are now beginning to 
show themselves, and as these artificially 
propagated fish are held in confinement un- 
til they are thought to be fit to put Into tho 
streams the keeper might have detained 
them an extra week or so, which, in oom> 
f arbon with the natural spawn, would 



make them that much later in 
cominfE buck to the river— in so maturing 
that they would have the ^desire to 
go to spawn. Another 'point is; that in 
Bome parts of the provinos — ab Alert Bay 
and other places a mile outside of any river 
— the fishing oan be done only by the use of 
eeine nets, the waters'. being so olear that 
tho fish cannot be oabglit as In -the heater 
and Skeena with gill nets. ' ' Heb the ', de- 
partment forbids seine nttn to ; he utcdJ 
\V hen ho was at Ottawa recently the Minis^ 
ter said thoy might get over tho diffiaulty 
by doing the fishing at night, but it was ex- 
plained to him that there is so much phos- 
phorus in tho water that if a not ia put in 
at night the illumiuation so frightenu tho 
fish that tiioy olear luvay iind will not oomo 
back to tho epot. Ho thought it 
the duty of the huuno to aa- 
aiat in aieing that this important in- 
dustry in guarded iu cvory proper way. It 
ia tho opinion of nearly every perbon in the 
buuinesd that tho ])oiiiiuiou governiricui , 
afror tho experienco of a nunjbor of yuar.", ui 
not doing wliat ought to bo done to fouler 
ua well an to protect the Ihhory. No doubt a 
local board would, while protO(!ti[j|.; the 
permanency of tho induatry, also da- 
volop it. Some entirely diaiuUrcBlod per- 
son ought to bo n|)puinted to visit the 
river each year, to follinv tlin tjalmon up to 
tlioir epawning bccla, to Htudy ihtir hr.bilH 
and learn what bcconieu of them, and throw 
aoine light upon the now disputed point 
whether after roaohinc! tho spawning 
grounda they dio thoro or return to the salt 
water. 

Uai'T. IiiViNi; favored tho reeokition as of 
importance to one of tho greatest in(lu8tri«B 
iu British Colunibin, aud one of particular 
importance to tho NorthoiTi coaata which it 
iiaa opoM'-'d up. Thu roj^ulntioca iobuod l:iy 
Mr. Wilmot, whoso urljilrary and auto- 
cratic tniuncr ia wnll known to everyone in- 
terested, being uniform for tbs coast hud 
had tho effect of regulating three cannerioa 
out of existence, Ooeeff.otoi the proscnt 
regulations is that if the people of Victoria 
wane salmon at this time of the year they 
have to go eighteen miles aorosa the straits 
and buy it in Uaited Statea territory, and 
pay duty on.it. It seemed simply ubaurd 
that the department should send people 
over to Paget Sound to buy salmon when 
they oan be caught in plenty opposite their 
own doors. 

Mr. Kitchen did not think the Dominion 
executive bo bull-headed that they would 
not chango the regulations if shown to be 
iojurious. We want independent authority 
aud cannot got it bettor than at Ottawa. 
Ho did not uphold tho department, how- 
ever, in ita refusal to give an eilcnaion of 
time laat season, aa it did wrong in that. 
Ono thing being done wrong by thia house 
waa practically preserving trout by the law 
in force, as they are the natural enemy of 
tho salmon. 

Mr. Graham feared that if the provin- 
cial government controlled the Bahory thoy 
would be too much under the inSuenco of 
those engaged in the businosa, I'osaibly aa 
to details there is room fur improvement in 
the management by thn department at 
Ottawa, but he doubted if the result had 
been so injurious as stated. He had hoard 
the same claim of ignorance urged against 
tho action of the British oommlstionerB on 
the Behriug sea matter, yet this year, the 
first under the new rOonditioDS, the sealers 
hadoome baok with ^he^ statement tbat It 
has been the most Bnccagsfal season In the 
history of the seal fishery. 

Mr. HnNTEit aaid ho could not seo what 
harm oould be dono through tho adoption of 
the resolution. This might ba tho begin- 
ning of a very important matter, the ques- 
tion of provincial rights. As to that he la 
prepared to stand up for provincial rights on 
every occasion. Every stop that can bo 
taken to limit the jurisdiction— he might 
Bay the tyranny — of the Dominion ijovern- 
ment Is a step in the right direction. In 
Ontario Oliver Mowat has time and again 
contested for the rights oi the province, and 
on every occasion he has shown that the 
Dominion government has been trespassing. 
He thought that every meoiher should stand 
up for the rights of hia adopted piovinco. 
The hon. gentleman who says the Dominion 
goveroment is more likely to deal fairly 
with this interest than is the province might 
just as well argue that the Dominion gov- 
ernment, being beyond the reaeh iiflooM In- 
fluence, should regulate the provincial taxa- 
tion, negotiate our loans, make our roads, 
build our railway! and .manage our 
publio lands. Thet^ are a hnndied 
questions that tho Minister oould 
poat himaelf on here better than &t 
Ottawa. He would nob pronounco on the 
present regulatiocs, but would say that a 
lamentable amount of iguoranco has been 
disployed in tho past by tho department. 
The present resolution ouya not ono word 
about a change of tho ret'uUliou", tho dtsire 
of the mover being to secure what lliose who 
havo opposed it pretend they want — an in- 
dependent set of men to control the fiehor- 
ioa ; an independent commission with full 
powers, who will act conscieutioualy and 
very likely in tho iutoroat alike of the Prov- 
ince and of tho Dominion. Though only a 
layman ho thought that Hfiiiie very important 
questions of conatitntioual law uru iavolvod 
in thia matter, and he bad yet to be con- 
vinced that any Djminlon ofiioiHl, aa snoh, 
has any right to exercise control over the 
rivers cf thia pi ovioce. 

Mr. Booth quoted authorities to show 
that tho Dominion has a perfect right to tho 
solo control of the Qshories, and not being 
satitfiod that it is wlao to interfere with 
that control he coneldored it inadvisable to 
puali tho resolution. 'J'he Dominion govern- 
ment might have dcno ignoriutly or wrong, 
but wo havo momhora to advioe them. 

Mr riii:STici'; said he would like to sup- 
port tho rodolution, but in its present word- 
ing be considered it too vague and iudi fin- 
ite. Simply for this technioal reason he 
would oppose it. 3?ha retoluMon, for in- 
atanco, does not state how many oommia- 
sionera thero are to be, or who shall control 
them. Then again, ho know of do ofiSoial 
account of any disputo between thia pro- 
vinoo and tho Dominion. 

Mr McGueooh said It seemed to him 
that everybody in tho house ia in tho d.vrk 
about tho requirements of tho industry and 
ho therefore thought tho appointment of tho 
oommiesion would bo a good thing, as 
somo reliable information ought to l,n the 
outcome. (Hear, hear.) Ab ho undcrati'od 
it, the desire of the mover i;j oimply that 
salmon moy bo better protected. 

Mr. RottKRS supported tho rcKolution ard 
could not see what harm It could do. From 
hia own knowledge he oould say that at tho 
head of some of the streams frcqueuted hy 
the salmon the bunks ate literally covcro.l 
with dead fish. He thought thoro are many 
points tn oonneotion with the salmon habits 
which those in the Bast know, nothing of. 
Such facts as these would be bronght otit by 
a commission. 

Mb. Kitchen said lie would not oppose 
a commission of inquiry, but tho resomtion 
before tho house did nob provide fur that, 

Mr, Brvuen oould see do reason why tho 
house should not pass the resolution, whioh 
proposes simply joint management of the 
business. A groat many contend that tho 
habits of tholfish on thia coast siro nob tho 
same as obowhore, whioh point ought to bo 
definitely determined. One view of tho 
matter which impressed him is that if tho 
Dominion government control the fishery 
they shoald alio control the rlvei by dyking 



it to prevent devuatation of tho adjoining 
lands. He thought nothing but good can 
oomo cut of bringing tho two governmeuta 
togntiicr as proposed. 

UoN Col, Baker also pointed out that 
theru is no desire V expressed to 'altogether 
throw over the Dominion government. It 
was easily Beett,iy by , tliere are no, particulars 
in the resolution as; to the^'termii. of manage- 
ment ; the idea was not to dictate these, but 
simply that the governments shall bo put 
into oommDnioation in order to.biring about 
acme arrangement — a very reasonable pro- 
poaal, 

Mr. Willia.ms, in further objection, 
askod what quoBtion is ponding aa men- 
tioned in tho resolution. 

Hon. Mr Davie road from tho factum 
for the I'icjvinoo in ihu oaao now atatod to 
tlio SnprcTiio Court of Canada, tho fifteen 
(|utstioi;8 bouriiig upon the iioiiUa at iaauo 
which aro toiight to bo dotormined by 
judicial (Icciaiim. Copies of the factum 
worn tliLMi diutributed to the momberu. Tlie 
lirat (lucstien, ho aaid, ombraoea all iho 
ni^it'tr i!0 well diucusaed by Mr. l!ooth, re- 
luting to tho tidal H'utora of tho rivera- The 
nrj^iiini^nt of tho Frovleco ia that tho pro- 
piTly in theao rivcrH uiid tho laud over 
whi'jh thoy 11 jw ia in tho I'roviuco. NN'hilo 
this (|u>:btiou ia pending it would uii- 
(loubLedlyho nppropriato that there ahould 
1)0 aijinu niimaguiiient to which both govern- 
moots oould look witli conUdcnco. As to 
tho suggcstiou of a commission of inquiry 
simply, that would bo attended with groat 
cx])ena», und would not havo tho oUcct now 
liuiired, 

iMn. FoiisTicn thought Bucli a commisaion 
pl'ould bu apjiointcd, even though it would 
h(i an c.\pouao. Ho therefore, moved to 
umcud the reEolution so that it would read : 
" That thia government bo requested to 
tuko tm mediate Btcpa to urrango with tho 
Dominion government for tho appointment 
of a joint oommisslon to inquire into the 
inansgemeot and regulation of tho fisheries 
of thiH provlnoe and to report to this 
huuse." 

Hon. Mb. HiaaiNS expressed himself as 
in fftvor of the original resolution, which ho 
Goneidorcd proposed the bsst and only pos- 
sible Bolutlon of the difficult experienced 
for BU long, and of the misunderstanding 
between the Dominion and tho Province. 
The hon. member for Chilllwack hud to-day 
furnished ono of the strongest arguments 
for tho appointment ot a commission when 
ho told how destructive tho trout are of the 
spawn of salmon. Thcro ia strong ovidonco 
that tho trout do more damage than tho 
liehormen in the Fraaer. Those trout never 
can bo induced to take a fly or bait 
of any kind when tho salmon are 
spawning, and thoy simply follow 
tho Bblnion and tako the spawn. 
H-j knew that Mr. Wilmot took tho position 
that tho habits of tho salmon are here the 
same aa iu the E%Bt, but while Mr. Wilmot 
knowa a lot about fish generally he does 
not know as much as might bo known about 
the tiah of this province. When hero a few 
years ago ho took the whole facts in at a 
leap, Uo heaitated to reflect upon a bro- 
ther cominissionor who has shown himsolf 
to bo a gentleman in every sense, but he 
must say that there could not be a gentle- 
man more prejudiced or more set in bis way. 
He bopod that the resolution would pass. 
(Applause.) 

Mb. Kbnnedt thought that this pro- 
vince could noc well expect to be under a 
difi'erent set of lawc than the rest of the 
Dominion witbrespeot to the same business. 
This should not be made a party 'question, 
howQver, and in the face of the information 
received a9 to the case now pending in the 
Supremo court he felt inoltnod to vote for the 
rcBolution, The canners, he might stato, 
are not tho only persons interested. Ono 
regulation calling tor the enlargement of the 
nets had created great hardehip to many of 
the fishermen, but did not alfect the canncra 
at all, 

Hon. Mil Davie eiid ho thought that a 
joint conimisaion would do good, not by lea- 
jcning tho restrictions but by still further 
protecting the flsheriea, Ac present thero 
are many regulations which are simply so 
many dead letters for want of means of en- 
forcing them. The rivers ought to be policed 
by both the Dominion and tho Province to 
proteot them against marauders, foreign and 
other. Ho did not by any moans wish to 
give the Dominion government a slap in tho 
lace, or to say that thoir management was 
not all It should have been, but at the same 
time all have beard complaints .which de- 
serve attention. 

Mr- Adams thought tho request for joint 
management, temporarily at least, something 
that might roaaonably bo voted for. 
It ia to be expected that on the 
oomniiaaion there will bo men thor- 
oughly acquainted with tho industry. 
Ho wua pleuH'd to hoar Mr. Kennedy so 
Boon making good hia promise to vote for 
uny good nieusiiro no matter by whom 
brought forward. 

Mr. Bootu pointed out that the amend- 
ment was absurd in that it uakcd tho Dom- 
inion to appoint a committoo to report to 
thia house, 

Mr Semi.in censured the government be- 
cause in a matter of the importance of the 
case now staled to be before the Supreme 
court no mention was made of it in the 



Mb. Williamb also eomplalned tbat he 
h&d heard of this oaae only now for the first 
time. As the matter would be decided 
soon ho saw no reason for tho resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the matter might 
not bo aottlod for a year or more. 

Hon. Mr. Poolev pointed out to tho hon. 
gentlemen opposite who had complained 
just now, that tho intention to pnt tho caao 
before the court was fully stated in the 
Speech of lust eeasion, and there was there- 
fore no necbssity for going into the matter 
again in the Lieutenant • Govenior's 
Speech of the other day. He 
reminded Mr. Williams that a 
Supreme court dociaion docs not 
always eettle a oaao— in fact that 
in such matters as thia an appeal is nearly 
always taken to the privy council, and thoro- 
foro it was nob to be expected that it would 
bu Boon settled. Ho thought, however, that 
wliatovor reoolution iu paoaod should bo tho 
unanimous oxproEainn of the house, whioh 
would carry mnro weight than tho opinion of 
merely tho majority. Ho therefore suggeat- 
ed Ihnt Mr. Rithot should aek tho commit- 
tee to rieo so that hn oould ao alter tho reso- 
lution that it would bo accoptablo to all the 
inembora Tho restriction against oatobing 
aiilinon in tho salt water at tliia aeason, en- 
acted luab your for tho first time, ia very 
much folt hero, and ia particularly objec 
tionablo when we have aimply to go across 
tho Sound to gat tho fish whioh must not bo 
caught at homo, 

Mr. Kidd endorsed the suggestiou just 
made that the committee should rise to on- 
able tho resolution to be amended. No ono 
deplored more than he did the refusal to ex- 
tend the season this year. 

Mb. BnaBT expressed himself as quite 
wlliloe to aooapt the inggeation. He had 
no desire for a snap jadg^ent, and even if 
he withdrew his resolation enitirely ha felt 
that the dlsonssion which had taken place 
would bo productive of good. He thought, 
however, tbat same of the speakers had 
gone 'further than thoy wero justified in 
going. Mr. Prentice, for iustanoo, took oz- 
ooptioD to the resolution because it did not 
enter Into pafticnlars about the commission, 
when refleotlon would have shown him that 
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tho house ought to decide in favor of u com- 
miBsion before proceeding to settle tho de- 
tails. Ono of tho duties of a commisaion 
would he to deal with tho dilli'julty at Point 
Koberte, where the fish are taken when on 
thoir way to tho Frasor. As to Mr. Booth's 
reference to our momhers at Ottawa, 
we ought to atrontjthon their hands 
in every way poeaiblo. Ho wished 
to soy again that his solo deoiro is to con- 
serve ono of tho moat important indus- 
tries of tho province, and in order that a 
resolution acceptable to all might bo pre- 
pored, he would move that the oammitteo 
rise, report progress and ask leave to ait 
again. Ho mi^ht mention that ho would 
probably not aak to have the matter 
brought up sgain until about two weeks 
from now, so that there would be ample 
time for consideration. ' 
The committee then rose.

Hon. Mu. Davie moved the second read- 
ing of the bill respecting the repreeentation 
of the East riding of Lillooot.

A room 
that had a wonderfully cheerfnl eifeet 
gave the impression on first entering 
that a swarm of mammoth butterflies 
had taken jiossessinn of tlio corners and 
expandeii their wings (M)ntentedly over 
the pictures. But a closer inspection re- 
veab'd tlio fact that brilliantly tinted 
folding .Taiianoso fans woro spread out 
butterfly fashion over the modest en- 
gravings and holiotypes that mostly 
constituted tho works of art, while the 
corners of tho room were ornamented 
with stacks of the handled variety, on 
which tho most gorgeous tints in tho 
most impossible of combinations ran 
riot. 

Tho comparatively now fashion of a 
corner divan is both uttractivo and com- 
fortable, and few besides tho gifted 
home maker with a slender purse know 
how very little in addition to brains is 
needed for its accomplishment. One of 
this class, says Harper's Bazar, foil in 
love on general principles with a piece 
of cretonne that was alluringly cheap 
and wonderfully pretty. It had masses 
of pink, red and cream tinted roses, 
with e.\quisito buds and leaves, on a 
ground of pale gray that was Bcarcely 
visible.

It was not long before her inspiration 
came in the shapo of a corner that proved 
a brilliant success, Th" seat jtael? ijvas fit- 
ted by the carpenter like a bracket and 
then stuffed and tufted by tho lady her- 
self, tho rose cretonne being fastened 
across the front >yith brass headed nails 
and carried up on either side to a round- 
ed point in tho center that was about a 
yard above the scat, sloping gracefully 
down on either side. Tho brass headed 
nails on eooh edge made quite an ele- 
gant finish. A puff and short valance of 
tho crotonno finished the edge of thn 
seat, and at some little distance above 
the top there was a uirvel canopy. This 
Was nndeof another shelf, considerably 
smaller than the seat and edged witli 
tho same brass Leaded nails. Artificial, 
smilax, that was wonderfully deceptive, 
formed a graceful fringe, and a rose 
bowl on tho eretoiino covered shelf held 
exfjuisite paper rose'S perfumed with 
attar and renewed at tho first dimming 
of their freshness. - 

A chair only, cspooially if it be one 
of tho pretty, lialf octagon, rattan 
chairs, will nialce a corner attractive, 
and with tho wickerwork enameled in 
cream and gold and the seat and up- 
right panels covered with silk in a light 
shade of old red it is appropriately fit- 
ted for its mission. A lias.sock covered 
with the same silk, having a little gold 
decoration, adds greatly to tho effect.

.lish costs as high as $26, but different 
sizes are being put into tho market now 
in gninile ware, which run as low as 
Tliese oheaiier dishes serve tludr 
inirposo eipially well, and it is the liopi! 
of tho philantlu'opist to introduce them 
into tho workingnian's home, so that 
ho can liavo a )iot supper without the 
discomfort of a hot coal stuve at his 
back. .So far tlu! concoctions (M)oked in 
tlu! chafing dish liavo been delicate and 
dainty, but experiments .are being tried 
to seo if heartier viands cannot bo pre- 
l)ar(!d over tlie alcohol lamp. Eggs aro 
easily cooked for breakfast in several 
diff'er(,'Mt ways. Cold roast veal may be 
used up by ('ooking in bits in the dish 
with a cupful of gravy, a half toacup- 
ful of milk, a can of mushrooms, yolks 
of 2 cggfi, popper and salt. ' Heat gravy 
and milk, add b(!at('n eggs slowly, then 
mushrooms and in a few minutes the 
veal. An ingouiouB hon.sowifo will soon 
discover endless variety in chafing dish 
viands. 

Chooolate Paddlnir. 

Add 2 tablespoonfnls of boiling water 
to 2 ounces of chocolate. Let it jnelt 
over the lire; then add a quart of 
creamy milk. Half cream is none too 
rich. Bwooten to taste; add a little salt 
and half a toaspbonfnl bit vanilla. Last 
stir in the W(dl b(!ati^ii yolks of 8 eggs. 
IJake until set; then cover with a nn:- 
ringue made from tho whites of tlie 
eggs beaten vory light, Hweetenpd<mith 
powdered sugar and delicately flavored 
with vanilla. Lot the meringue'brovni 
iu a very tiuick oven. To be eaten' cold.

Nanaimo, Kov, 20.— (SpeoiaO-^-Fft a 

long time A ijrievous ill-feeling has yjtistod 
between the members of the AV/ police 
foroo. Thia culminated in t diegraooful 
fraoiB early this morning on Commercial 
street, in which Cbioi MuKinnon and Con- 
stable Brown were the principal' partici- 
pants. MoKlnnon was badly used up by 
Hrown having both eyes blackened, hia head 
out and his face battered beyond 
recoguition, whilst tho coristablo did not 
so much as sustain a scratch. Tho 
matter was vontilatod in tho police 
court thla afternoon before a special 
bench of itiaglstrateB, including J. 
f. I'lantft, Mayor (Juonnell and Maik HaIo. 
Inforiiiation had been laid by both McKin- 
non and Brown. The former charced oa- 
sault with intent to do grievous bodily in- 
jury, thn latter common aeoiiult only. V. 
M v.. Young appeared for Mclvinnon, and 
C H IS. I'otta for Brown. Tho moat seri 
oua chargs was dealt with first. Lawyer 
Vimog asked that the bench hear it as an 
indiotuble otronoo. 

Chief McKiriuon swore that at about 4 15 
a.m ho was eng>ig(<l in conversation with 
nightwtttchnmn Hutkina in front of Daily's 
store, Commercial stroot. Constable Brown 
came up and joined in tho conversation and 
suddenly struck him in the face, knocking 
him down McKionon swore he did not try 
to protect himself. Bronn knocked him 
-down several timns and struck him 
when on the ground. In croas- 
examinatioa McKinnou denied that 
he was intoxicated. He alio denied having 
stfnck Brown at all at any time during the 
trouble, stating at hU reason for nob taking 
a more active part that be consideied it con- 
trary to bis duty as police officer. 

Hugh Aitken, who saw practically the 
whole disturbance, staled that about 4:30 
a.m. ha heard much bad likngnege being used 
and distiootly heard Brown tell MoKlnnon 
ha would thrash him. .Later on he aaw 
Brown knock MoKinnon down and strike 
him several times while on the ground. 
Tho witness stated farther that he saw 
Brown knock MoKlnnon down three or four 
times, attacking him in a most brutal man- 
ner, apparently without provocation. Mr. 
Vouug decided in view of tho impartial 
statement made by Aitkin not to call any 
moro witueescs. 

For the defence, Mr. Potts put conatablo 
Ecown in tho box. Brown swore that Chief 
MoKinnon followed him and Hoakins up 
town; that when they got opposite Daily's 
shop McKinncn started abusing Hoekins ; 
thai he dragged him (Brown) into the quar- 
rel and finally, without) any cause, atruck 
him in the chest, following up the (irat blow 
with a second which miesed ita 
mark. The defendant thereupon knock- 
ed McKinncn down. A free fight 
followed in whioh he (defendant) again and 
again knocked MoKinnon down. Brown 
denied striking McKinnon when on the 
ground except when tho latter attempted to 
draw hIa revolver. Brown further aworo 
that McKinnon waa drunk and was the ag- 
gressor. 

Joseph Hoskina, night watchman, cor- 
roborated Brown's statement. 

At the close of the evidence Mr. Potts 
asked far the discharge of hia client on the 
ground that he bad acted solely in self de- 
fence. , MoELIanon was drunk and quarrel- 
some and bad bronglit all the trouble upon 
himself, Ob the other hand Mr. Young tab- 
mitted the evidence of bis client, supported 
by that of Aitkin, which proved conclusive- 
ly that Brown had made vicious assaults up- 
on McKinnon, and should be sent up for 
trial to a higher court. Mr. Young 
alluded to the chiel's well known 
character for sobriety, and tho defence made 
no tllbrt todiaprovo the contention by inde- 
pendent witnesses. 

The Bench decided to bind Constable 
Brown over in hia own recognizances and 
one sureiy of SlOO to come up lor trial when 
called upon. Tho counter charge waa ad- 
journed till Friday. Ureat publio indigoa- 
tioD is ielt over the scandalous afifair.

Wituesaes Swear to the Kindness of 
the Captain— Opening; of the 
Defence. 



New Wbstvihstxb, Not. 20.— (Speoial)— 
Tbe' sealing schooner ttand piracy case was 
continued so-day. After the mate and 
steward had told similar stories to that of 
tho captain in reference to the outbreak, 
Capo Mudga Charlio caused a mild acnao- 
tion by saying that tbe prisoners had 
olTdred him $200 and ten oanoes to be a 
witness for them, but he would not. He 
said the captain was kind to the Indians, 
Indian Dan swore that during the time the 
Indians were battened down they were 
treated well, food 'and^water ibeing passed 
through the hold^ to them.,'-tlhe captain 
was too kind; there was no 'ground for 
complaint. ;/. y,, , .. 

Cross-examined— There were twenty In- 
dians and two klootohmen in the bold, 
which was ten by sixteen feet, for two 
nights and two days. 

Justice MoCreight — Do you want to prove 
ibwas like the black hole of Calcutta '.' 

Tho lawyer for tho defence — That ia juBt 
what I want to prove, my Lord. 

Witneaa continuing— They had lots to oat 
and drink in tho hold ; thought tho Indiana 
mutinied becauBo they wanted to go homo 
and Ssh for salmon. 

D,ivid Jonca, sailor, deposed that he was 
on the Hand aa far as tjltka and never saw 
the captain drunk ; and never saw hia crew 
with liquor at any time. 

F. Turner, Bailor, aworn, never saw the 
captain drunk, ho was not a drinking man. 

Mr. McColl addressed the jury at great 
length at the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion, eiplaining to them that they mast judge 
the Indians from tho lodian'a standpoint, 
not from tho white nian'a. They were sus- 
picious ; they thought that they were to be 
taken oir to the ho-tile shores of Copper 
island and they rebelled, remembering the 
fate of tho crews seized by the Russians, 
Ho stated to tho jury that he wished to show 
palliation for tha alleged offence by the stoi^ 
unfolded by the witnesses for the defence. 
Jack, one of the prisoners, was the first 
witncsc called. His evidence was briefly as 
followa : Tho oiptRia had given him one 
glass of liquor only. Ths gaptain told them 
tney vyouid be Dohring eoa in ton days. 
T''^ hiorning after thoy Iti'c Sitka they 
aakod for grub but did not got any. At I! 
o'clock tho aamo di-y thoy aakcd for grub 
ogiin but did not f,;et any, and decided to 
aahoro. The captain oifered tlicrn two dol- 
lars and a half cjich to como back. They 
camo back. All went well for three days. 
When the captain told them ho waa going to 
OUo island thoy said they did not want to 
go there. They wanted to go to Behriog 
><>'a, aa proinieed. The captain said 
l>:hriug aea would not he open for six 
weika. The captain fired a cannon; ho 
aaiil to call a warship. For three daye 
and three nights after that they hud 
nothing to cat. The Indians wanted to go 
aahoro at Sandy Point, 25 miles distant, 
but tho cikptain would not let them. 
They felt bad at having nothirg 
to cat, and took their epaar heads and 
throw them in the water. On tho iourth 
day they held a " wow-wow'' and decided 
to return homj. Two of them took hold of 
the wheel and put the schooner al)onl. 
Thoy had poBBoaaion of tho ahip for live 
days betoro tho oaptnin battened them down 
and look b'lck tho ahlp. During the five 
days the co,5k gavo them grub. On tho 
fifth day a grand feast waa spread, 
just like when while men wont to 
cou): caltlo to kill them. Thoy Btiiolt soup, 
pio and fiah, and ran down into tho hold to 
eat. Then three shots wero lircd. One 
struck the hutch, another paesed over hia 
wife's head ; she fell and ho thought she 
was dead. Another shot came down the 
hold, wounding Frank in the shoulder. 
Then they were all battoned down. Ibe 
court adjourned until Wednesday morning. 
There are twenty-one more witnesses for tbe 
defence.
